RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 30th July, 1993 

No. 4|1|93-KVI-I.—Khadi and Village IndustriesF 
have been playing a very important role in the 
development of our economy by providing rural 
employment at a comparatively low capital cost and 
utilising a substantial amount of locally available re¬ 
sources. Mahatma Gandhi, the Father of the Nation* 
had realised its potential as an instrument of self- 
reliance through decentralised economic growth in 
the rural areas and had made it a part of the cons¬ 
tructive programme during the Independence move¬ 
ment. He also established an autonomous organisation 
called All India Spinners Association (AISA) or 
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Akhil Bharat Charkha Sangh in 1925 and associated 
top national leaders at the national and stage levels 
with jt. In order to invigorate some of the languishing 
village and traditional industries, in 1935 another 
organisation with name All India Village Industries 
Association (AIVIA) was also formed. Prior to 
Independence, the development of Khadi and Village 
Industries was entirely a non-government effort 
under the inspired guidance of Gandhiji. However, 
after Independence, the Government of India assumed 
the responsibility of bringing development of Khadi 
and Village industries within the overall framework 
of the national Five Year Plans. In 1956 by an Act 
of Parliament, a statutory organisation named ‘Khadi 
and Village Industries Commission’ was set up to 
plan, promote, organise and assist the implementation 
for the development of khadi and village industries. 
Over a period of time, KVIC at the national level 
and Khadi and Village Industries Boards at the State 
level, together with voluntary institutions, have de¬ 
veloped as the main agencies for carrying the khadi 
and village industries programme and for channeli¬ 
sing Government fund as well as create and sustain 
the development of the sector as a whole. 

2. The development of khadi and village industries 
have come a long way since the creation of the 
Khadi and Village Industries Commission in 1956. 
From 2 State Khadi and Village Industries Boards, 
242 registered institutions and 60 cooperatives under 
the purview of KVIC in 1955-56, the number has 
increased now to 30 State KVI Boards, 2320 regis¬ 
tered institutions, 29,813 cooperatives with 170 de¬ 
partmental units and 14,113 sales outlets operating 
in 2.1 lakh villages in the country. Production which 
was at the level of Rs. 16.47 crores (Khadi Rs. 5.54 
crores and Village Industries Rs. 10.93 crores) in 
1955-56 has now increased to Rs. 2.593 crores (with 
Rs. 329 crores of khadi and Rs. 2,264 crores worth 
products of village industries). Similarly, the employ¬ 
ment level has increased during the same period from 
9.64 lakh persons to 50 lakh persons including part- 
time employment (women 46 percent and SC & ST 
30 percent). 

3. Although Khadi and Village Industries have 
made significant progress over a period of time, yet 
certain serious problems have cropped up which are 
hindering faster development and smooth functioning 
of this sector. Some of the major problems are : 

(i) The products of this sector have not been 
able to compete effectively with the pro¬ 
ducts of large scale industries; 

(ii) Inadequate allocation of funds, non-avail- 
ability of longer term funds for capital 
assets, working capital funds from financial 
institutions, banks and also non-honouring 
of the eligibility certificates by banks issued 
to the various institutions by KVIC; 

(iii) Delay in release of adequate funds by the 
Commission particularly rebate claim and 
reimbursement of interest subsidy to banks; 

(iv) Application of various labour laws on this 
sector causing hardship to this sector. 


4. To accelerate the growth and all round develop¬ 
ment of the khadi and village industries sector, the 
Government hereby resolves to constitutes a High 
Power Committee as follows :—

5. The terms of reference of the High Power Com¬ 
mittee shall be as follows :— 

1. To examine and suggest appropriate policy 
support (including reservation) for sus¬ 
tained growth and development of khadi 
and village industries sector; 
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2. To suggest measures to augment invest¬ 
ment by the Government in this sector and 
to ensure adequate and timely-credft flbw 
from the Commission, financial institutions 
and banks; 

3. To recommend measures for supply of ade¬ 
quate raw materials, marketing support and 
other facilities. 

4. To examine the present infrastructure for 
training facilities and suggest measures for 
improving such facilities for artisans, super¬ 
visory staff, managerial personnel as well 
as persons engaged in promotional activi¬ 
ties; 

5. To recommend measures for research, fur¬ 
ther modernisation and adoption of appro¬ 
priate technology with a view to increase 
productivity, keeping in view its philosophy 
and ethesr 

6 . To suggest methods for restructuring KVIC 
and KVI Boards so that these organisa¬ 
tions could discharge their functions in a 
more decentralised and effective manner; 


7. To recommend measurer for achieving grater 
peoples participation and effective coordi¬ 
nation between KVI sector, panchayat raj 
institutions and other agencies and Depart¬ 
ments of the Government engaged in rural 
development. 

8 . To examine to what extent the existing 
labour laws meant for commercial and pro¬ 
fit making organisations should be applied 
to KVI institutions keeping in view the 
special nature of activities undertaken by 
these institutions; 

9. Any other matter relevant to the subject. 


6 . The Committee shall meet as often as it consi¬ 
ders necessary and at any place in the country con¬ 
venient to it. The Committee shall evolve its own pro¬ 
cedure for fulfilling the task entrusted to it and finalise 
its report within three months from the date of the 
Resolution.
